Dix xcrons ardently truſt, the Effects immediately reſulting 
from it have, by an exact Compliance with their Regulations, 
been equally promotive of the general Good: for if to alleviate 
the Cares and diſtreſsful Feelings of Penury, augmented by 
Diſeaſe, oc ſuffering from unforeſeen Accident, (a moſt frequent 
and anxious Occurrence)---If to render the Poor Man's Increaſe 
of Family more ſecure and leſs burthenſome to him, preventing 
alſo the Fatality of a deſtructive Contagion, by artificially and 
benignly introducing it: If to ſupply regular Attendance and 
_ neceſſary Cordials in EPIDEMICG DisoRDERS :---If to reſtore 
SUSPENDED ANIMATION, and reſcue from premature Death : 
or, if again, as an ultimate and ſupreme Deſignation, to miti- 
gate the Virulency and arreſt the Progreſs of the © wide waſting 
Peſtilence“ of malignant Fever: (that acuteſt poſſible Calamity) 
--If all, or if any, of theſe are important Conſiderations ; they 
can, through the Medium of this ſalutary Eſtabliſhment be, in 
many Reſpects, amply accompliſhed :---The Affluent and Be- 
naeęvolent. contributing to its Support will, conſequently, feel 
themſelves happy in thus eſſicaciouſly conveying Medical and 
Surgical Relief to, perhaps, the greateſt Objects of human 
Commiſeration. | | 
The above brief Intimations of the principal Scheme of this 
DISPENSARY may ſuitably lead to a Detail of the Diſtempers; 
eſpecially thoſe epidemically prevailing, which have taken Place 
in the Coarſe of this Year. | 
Soon after our laſt Anniversary MEETING, the Salubrity 
of this Country was interrupted by the unexpected Recurrence 
of the Natural Small Pox. A young Man, who received the 
Contagion in London, where it then generally raged, had been, 
on the gth of July, lodged, at a late Hour of the Night, in Tan- 
giergſtreel. His Symptoms were ſuppoſed to be thole of Inflam- 
matory Fever; but the Appearance of numerous florid Erup- 
tions 1n the Morning indicated the Nature of the Malady, and 
its fatal Tendency. As the Warmth and Moiſture of the Wea- 
ther might be deemed improper for the artificial Introduction 
| | of

of the Diſeaſe, every PRoeyyYLAcTic Endeavour was diligently 
employed to prevent its Diffuſion in the Neighbourhood, yet to 
no Purpoſe ; many Infants being deſignedly brought within the 
Sphere of Infection. EA” | ; 

The Practice of INOCULATION, now unavoidably neceſ- 
ſary, was adopted with great- Readineſs; the lower Claſs of 
People earneſtly requeſting their Children ſhould immediately 
experience its Benefits :---173 were then inoculated; all of 
whom, ſoliciting little medical Aſſiſtance, porfectly recovered. 
Theſe, added to go6 previouſly attended, ſince the Opening of 
this CHARITY, form a Liſt of 1079 Patients; in which, we for- 
tunately find, a ſolitary unſucceſsful Caſe (cruelly treated by its 
Mother) only appears. The Small Pox afterwards prevailed at 
different Periods and diſtant Situations of the Town. Of the 
firſt ſeven Objects of its Virulency, three died; and of the Whole 
(41) in the Proportion of 1 to g. Several, ſuffering an highly 
malignant Species, admitted a tedious and painful Recovery. 
The Parents of the Children were oft diſobedient to the Injunc- 
tions preſcribed :.to apply Heat, and exhibit Cordials, was a 
frequent, moſt injurious Practice; occaſioning the Number and 
Confluency of the Eruptions; to which every unfavourable 
Circumſtance, and the Hazard of a fatal Event, might be im- 

uted. ; 

x A few Caſes of Exys1eeLas, chiefly occupying the Face and 
Neck, with ſometimes an alarming Determination to the Brain, 
appeared in the Spring. Unconnected with the epidemic Con- 
tagions which might occaſionally obtain, and certainly inflamma- 
tory, they ſeemed to ariſe from ſudden Expolure to Cold, when 
heated by Exerciſe. A ſtrict Obſervance of the various Articles 
of the cooling Regimen readily ſubdued them, eſpecially copious 
Blood-lettings and ſaline Pargatives, or gentle Laxatives; adapt- 
ed in their Power and Repetition to the Violence of the 
Jymptoms. | | 

The Meaſles ſucceeded the Small Pox in the Month of Novem- 
ber, and continued prevalent in this Town and its Vicinity till 

| OE the 
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the following Spring. During the Intenſity of the Winter's 
Froſt, the inflammatory Symptoms, affecting ſometimes the 
Eyes, but chiefly the Lungs, were moſt urgent; the latter, when 
occurring in the advanced Periods of the Diſeaſe, proved general- 
ly mortal. It was indeed difficult to perſuade the Patients or 
their Relatives to permit the e medical Attentions; par- 


ticularly Blood-letizng and Bliſtering; which, in ſuch Circum- 
ſtances, could be always palliative, and might become curative 
Expedients. | | 
Theſe Symptoms have been oft obſerved to dangerouſly diſ- 
tinguiſh the Criſis of ſuch Complaints, eſpecially in young Sub- 
Jes : but, by the above Evacuations, were ſenſibly mitigated ; 
and for the moſt Part totally removed, We had, in December 
and January, ſeveral Proofs of their immediate beneficial In- 
fluence, and of the Fatality which enſued, where they had been 
neglected. Four Children ſuffered a ſimilar State of Malignan- 
cy, threatenmg inſtant Diſſolution : Three of theſe, not ad- 
mitting any profeſſional Aſſiſtance, were Victims to its Violence; 
One only recovering, by whom the proper RecuLAaTioNns were 
obediently executed. In Regard to this Diſeaſe, it may be 
noticed, that its preſent Symptoms are frequently much leſs 
1mportant than its future long-protratted Conſequences : De- 
terminations to the Lungs being apt to induce a Fendency to 
conſumptive Diſtempers. a 
The only other acute Diſeaſes (perhaps the moſt intereſting) 
which required the Aids of this Charity, were Co v rAG TOS 
FEVERS. To anticipate and prevent their Introduction and 
Communication has been always the zealous Endeavour of its 
Medical Conductors. To the Prophylactics already atteſted by 
Experience, and which were formerly particularized, eſpecially 
the Exploſion of Gunpowder, and its Combination with a con- 
centrated Vegetable Acid, the NiTRous FUMIGATION was 
beneficially admitted. Dr. CAR MICHAEL SMITH, its ingeni- 
ous Inventor, deſcribes the fimple chemical Proceſs of evolving 


it from Nitre by means of the Vitrolic Acid, in Order to abun- 
dantly

dantly diffuſe the Vapour in contaminated Places. * This Ex- 
pedient has been uſefully employed whenever infectious Diſeaſe 
was known, from the Numbers who ſuffered it, or the unavoid- 
able Confinement of their Abodes, to virulently obtain. It 
hath been, therefore, deemed highly applicable to correct, 
deſtroy, and extirpate the Power of Contagion in Hoſpitals, 
Jails, and Ships of War, where peſtilential Fevers are obſerved 
to effect the molt dreadful Ravages. 3 

As the DispENSARVY Diſtrict had been long, in a great Mea- 
ſure, free from the Influence of ſuch Epidemics, no Opportuni- 
ty of employing this preſervative Mean occurred till the Month 
of October; when a Girl juſt recovering from Nervous Fever, in 
an adjacent Village, conveyed 1t to alarge Family, inhabiting a 
populous and confined Situation. The Mother and fix Children 
were immediately affected; the Huſband and a Lodger ſoon 
after experiencing this Malady. Under fimilar Circumſtances 
we can rarely avert the baneful Tendency of Contagion, or pre- 
vent its Fatality. In theſe Caſes, happily, the prophylactie and 
curative Meaſures became equally ſucceſsful ; the copious Ef- 
ſuſion of Nitrous Air inducing the former, and a regular Courſe 
of Tonics (of which the Bark, Wine, and Opiates were the chief) 
accompliſhing the latter. With great Probability the Efficacy 
of both might ariſe from the conſtant Attentions of a judicious 
Nurle-keeper. | | 

Several (49) Admiſſions, in the ſame Species of Fever, took 
Placeduring the Winter and Spring : the only unſucceſsful one 
ſuffered the Effects of previous Debility, and had been attended 
to at a late Period of the Diſeaſe. 


* The Mode in which the Nitrous Vapour was raiſed and applied in the Hoſpital, by 
Dr. SMITH, was by putting Sand, previouſly heated, into Quart Earthen Pipkins, immerſing 
in each a common Tea Cup containing Half an Ounce of ſtrong Vitriolic Acid, and as much 
Nitre in Powder. The Pipkins were carried through the Wards, and about the Beds of the 
Sick; the Bearer conſtantly flirring the Mixture in the Cups, with a Glaſs Spatula. 

The Fumigation was practiſed twice in a Day; once only being found inſufficient to 
extinguiſh the Contagion, |

With Regard to the Curonic Patients, eſpecially the aſthma- 
tic, dropſical, and rheumatic, many of theſe may be accounted 
 Cales of General Weaknels, ariſing from inceſſant Labour, in 
damp Situations, and could only expect their painful Affections 
occaſionally palliated. | | 

To that frequent and rapid Succeſſion of exceſſive Heat and 
intenſe Cold, which occurred in the Month of May, might the 
almoſt univerſal Prevalency of a late cattarhal Affection be very 
probably attributed. Purely inflammatory, it appeared in every 
Regard ſimilar to thoſe Influenzas which have repeatedly viſited 
Europe in the Courſe of this Century ; and to which the D1s- 
PENSARY RETORTS of 1788, 1792, and 1793, briefly refer, 
Their Symptoms, generally mild, were always relieved, and for 
the moſt Part removed, by the uſual demulcent Pectorals, plen- 
tiful Dilution, and the Encouragement of a moderate equable 
State of Perſpiration. Medical Aſſiſtance was ſeldom required 
by the Objects of this Charity, who ſuffered it; the chief Dan- 
ger depending upon the Excitement or Aggravation of tonſti- 
tutional, eſpecially conſumptive, Maladies. 

The Facts recorded in the Annals of this InsTiTUTion fo 
clearly and forcibly evince its UTiLiTY, that Reaſoning and Ar- 
gument in its Favour might be deemed almolt totally ſuperflu- 
ous. They will, we truſt, induce a Continuance of thoſe volun- 
| tary and ample Contributions which have hitherto ſuſtained this 
benign Undertaking, and are abſolutely neceſſary to enſure its 
preſent, or future, Stability. 

No Act of Liberality can exceed that which obviates or re- 
lieves the WOES of DISEASE, in the ABODE of POVER- 
TV: for if theſe Woes are poignantly felt where Affluence, by 
its various Luxuries, can furniſh every requiſite Comfort, mult 
they not admit a ſcarce ſupportable Augmentation, when the 
Cares of extreme Penury are alſo experienced? Bleſſed with the 
Advantages which diſtinguiſh the former Situation, we can con- 
jecture no Idea of the Sufferings accompanying the latter. The 


Eye that beholds ſuch Diſtreſs, and the Heart that compaſſionates 
; its 
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its Pungency, will prompt the Hand of Munificence to generouſ- 
ly expand its Succours, and adminiſter immediate Relief; very 
probably with the fervent Regret that it was not in their Power 
to be more bountiful, or ſecure an uninterrupted Supply of it. 
We hope, however, that the liberal and more general Aid of the 
Wealthy and Humane will enable the DISPENSARY to ac- 
compliſh and extend its numerous ſalutary Obligations, and lon 
remain an Aſylum to the Sick and Needy, from thoſe complica- 
ted Solicitudes, to which their laborious Occupations and im- 
proper Modes of Living unavoidably expoſe them. Theſe, 
though we cannot remove, may, by timely Medicinal or Surgi- 
cal Interpoſition, be ſenſibly alleviated, 

With Regard to the OrurE Nr and CHARITABLE, who pa- 
troniſe and ſupport this Endowment, may the Bleſſings of Health 
and Proſperity abundantly recompenſe their laudable Exertions ! 
May the Gratifications of Beneficence (the moſt exalted our 
Nature is capable of) amply repay a ſtrict Compliance with its 
ſacred Duties !—Frequent Experience will ſuggeſt the Intima- 


tion, That in ſupplying the Neceſſities of theſe diſtreſſed Ob- 


jects, whilſt they obey the poſitive Mandates, and indulge the 


tineſt Feelings of Humanity; they, at the ſame Time, ſecure to 
themſelves a reverſionary, not leſs exquiſite than permanent, 
Compenſation; fulfilling, moſt aſſuredly, the impreſſive Maxim

Domeſtic ſervants and 
2pprentices muſt by no means become Diſpenlary petients. 

The perſons coming accurately under the above deſcription are to be ad- 
mitted by a letter of recommendation, ſigned by a ſublcriber, and addreſſed 
to the medical officers of the Diſpenſary. In ca'e, however, of accidents, or 
very urgent affections, where delay may be attended with dangerous conſe- 
quences, proper objects will receive aſſiſtance, upon application, without a 
leiter of recommendation. 

That proper objects, when affected with trivial diſeaſes, receive the bene- 
fits of this charity without any recommendation, 

That governors and qualified ſubſcribers be entitled to recommend an un- 
limited number of patients, ſuffering epidemical diſeaſes. 

That the ſick poor, reſiding in the country, are only to be recommended 
by the governurs, and qualified ſubſcribers of their reſpective pariſhes. 

A general ſtate of the Diſpenſary will be annually publiſhed, containing a 
liſt of its bene factors and ſubſcribers, the amount of their contributions, and 
that of the particular expences; the number of patients admitted ; the diſea-
